‘mifsion,of their Leures andinfruGtione,tothe cuflody of writing, but deli- 
uered all ina multitude of Verfesand Pythagoveam precepts , exactly imitating 
the Cabahr/?s 5 which,yntill of latetime,wrotenot, but caught and learned by 
mouth and diligence hearing of their Rabbins. In other matters, privat and 
publique({o is (4/ars alfertion)they * vfed Greeke letters, which hath made 
fomethinke that chey wrote Greeke. But be noteafily thereto perfwaded. Per- 
hapsthey might vie Greeke Characters, feeing that thofe which the Greekes 
then had,and now vfe,wereat firlt rcceiued from’ ftrangets,and aslikely from’ 
the Druids asfrom apy other ; for it is fufficiently iuftifiable out of old Coins, 
infcriptions,and expretfe ® aflertion, that the ancient Character amoug the 
Greekes was almoit the fame with that which is now the Latines.
